ment Notwithstanding thi.'s ncccs-

Thx syEteras, judicial lorini and re 
medies, and other governmental 
forAa and ageooiea were arranged to 
suit the caprice or whim of the mem. 
her who happened to represent that 
particuhr loca'nty. A false idea of 
what has bren oh lied legislative cour- 
tesy altowH ' any member to write 
the statute.-* govorning his own con- 
itituency. We have prepared pro- 
visioni requiring that oil such com- 
Bunitiej shall be divided into classes 
and shall be governed by general 
laws applicable to every member 
of such ciaaa throughput the entire 
sUte. 

Lotteries, future and rust, are in- 
hibited These grants, in most* in- 
ataneea saieirfd by elandeetiue leg- 
islation, hare inflicted npon the (tite 
great disgrace and upon it* people 
incalculable loss. A single clause 
aettles this evil, places Kaotuoky 
abreut of the best eiviliiatira of th« 
age, and unitaa h r in the eff'irt to 
repress this unmitigated ohame. 

The ballot under the luw' eonsti- 
tuti'in will be fully estiblished, 
Kenttfcky enjoyed the distinction of 
being the only civilised state which 
retained t ie viva voce voting. Tbo

If this new law goes into effect all 
property of every kind, land, bank 
stocks and money, will bear tlu ir 
just share of {governmental burden, 
and assume their fair proportion of 
taxes, while securing the oqual pro 
tec ion of law. 

Unjust loeal taxation and the tre- 
mendous increase of the debts of 
counties, towns and cities have been 
recogn'ssd in every portion of - the 
state as gr«at evils and nrequjntl^ 
deatruetire of the highest righu of 
property and lending to pracical 
confiscation or absolute repudiation 
A limit has been plucod on sky im\ 
r«te, «nd wnilc it allows reason ibie 
outlay in all matters |r( quiring en- 
terprise and development it al o pla 
ces an impsasable barrier a^ain^t un 
wise or axtravagant expendiiure.

The frequency of elections has 
been the Ohuae of universal oom- 
plaint. It is provided in this prc- 
\>Qi(:ii coi'S'.i;ution that only one 
tleotioa of any kind ean bo beld in 
the state or any part thertof ia any 
one year. 

Tlie matter of revision has been 
held by many to be a qneation of su- 
preme importaneo. (Amendment to 
the presoall o^nstitution is impossi- 
ble, and 10 eall a i.ew conititutional 
convention involves at least five 
years' delay and large expense. To 
render change a practical political 
impossibility was the avowed pur 
pose of the framers of the constitu- 




oon of the present eonstitntion pas- 
ses into the new one substantially 

unchanged. 

The sessions of the convention 
war* marked by no partiaAi politioal 
lines. All such questions wpry un- 
known and undl8cu^sed, and as rep- 
resentatives of all the people of the 
state, the universal desire wss to 
frame a constitution whieb would 
secure the greatest good tu tbo 
greates.t number. 

The first question whieb eonfront* 
ed every delegate was the inhibition 
of special or local legislation. The 
General Assembly ol mO-'JO sat 
149 days and pas.ed local luwp, in- 
cluding index, covering 4,89j pa- 
ges, with a cost to tlic t>tate in print- 
ing of tn,22& Hi, ani in oihsr re- 
ipeots 1151,014.82. The average 
time and cost of the lour preceding 
Itjisiatures brd been but little bet- 
ter. The univerrai diaspproral of 
every person in Kentuc'ty suggested 
sharp and effective remedies for the 
•irtls of such a system of law mak- 
ing. Outside of all questions of 
economy and dcinorali»ition of the 
legislature the inequality of laws 
so psMied has produced the grossest 
wrongs, and the demand for change 
on this 8u)i|io«t wM abiolnto and nni* 
vorsal. 

In the judgment of the delegates 
this has been thoroughly done Leg 
islative sessions have been limited t 
aixty days, and all special laws pru- 
bibitod, where general laws can gov 
tm; and on a large number oi sub- 
jects which concern the gmeiul 
g3od, under the provisions prop 't-ed, 
a special Uw Is renderad imp' s ibU- 

Bomething of this tremendous evil 
will be appreciated when it is s'atod 
that the eflicial rep ri of ihe auditor 
shows that in the last len years the 
general assembly has been in session 
(ISO days, or nearly one fi th of the 
entire period, at an average daily 
eost ol 11,088, and that had the 
general assembly been required to 
pass only general laws and been per- 
mitted to remain in session only (>U 
days, as required ity the proposed 
constitution, there would have been 
a saving to the state in luonry -lone 
during this period the ka\o of 1424,- 
16i 

It has been required in tho new 
constitution that all acts of incorpo- 
ration sh^ll be obtai..od hereafiur 
through the o<nirts and under gen- 
oral laws, and that tho expense of 
each incorporations shall be paid by 
those who seek them and who secure 



The clause on revisi m in the new 
instrument permit! three fifths of 
any legislature to propose at any see 
sion two ninendinents, but these may 
be on any Bubje'ct, and these, nhen 
ratified by a majority of the votes 
cast St an election, called for that 
purpose, become parts of the eonsti* 
tution. This jdan avoids the i x- 
penso of a convention, rend ^s the 
instrument oapable at all t'mrs oi 
meeting the wants and ex'gencies of 
the period, ana yet it is s) g la ded 
that the constitution crn not be 
recklessly altered or amende 1 with- 
out a Bufiicient period of refleetion. 
Til's provision is in the line wi'ti t'.e 
exper eace and judgment of other 
states and eovers the middle ground 

on this most ini;)ortani q lestion. 

The giea'csi menace 'o feed 'm ol 
the peop'e of this country at this 
period is the argrcgation ot cipital 
and the aggressions consequent upon 
such combinations upon the ri,:h's 
0 1 the individual citia >n. Cor,jurf te 
wealth and corporate infiuene i hs7 - 
bcjn most potent in all t'le ph it ^ ;ii 
our political aOairs and this d mgcr 
bis aroused the fears of the ablest 
and most patriotic of our stat -smen. 
The state can not afford tocnumit 
itself to any poUey whish woull keep 
out capital, nor on the other h ind 
can she sffurd to disregard the warn- 
ings ot tbe tiflUS and remove all lim 
itations upon jtt power. In tha 
proposed ejBStiMtton will bo found 
such provisionsM in tbo jud^msnt 
of ^our repiesenittiver, careluUy 
guarded the people's li^hui and yet 
on the other haTil grant tc corpo-; t 
cjp:tiil all tho8o privileges ar.d ri^h s 
which will justily it in the dorel- 
opment of the superb resoureos of 
th« suto. - 

Many and most serious (lilli uhie^ 
have arisen from irrevoctblo grants 
uiade by the general assembly. Wo 
have provided th 't a'l grants and 
charters of evrry kind sh iU in the 
future bb held subject to the legisla 
tive will, and with the absolute li^iht 
of aepoal by t'leatnte such apiovis- 
ion in the pa^t would havu been ol 
untdd value to the citiseas of the 
state, and while it has bron in force 
under statutory enactment sin"e 
1860, unless where exprest^ly waived 
by the terms of ths aet itsMt, which 
was frequently don?, it has t.ejn 
deemed of the greatest importance 
to have it paaeed into a eonititution- 
al enactment. 

One of the most nnfortunate fea 
tures in tbo administration of Ken- 
tucky's government hss been the in- 



cl iang e w1H'^(|gM the entire cost of 
the c nivoDtion. Tile average co^t 
ot grand iurics in t'le state fir the 
preceding two years waa 169,777; 
this chmgc alone will save one- 
fourth of this ainont ? 17,000 p^r an- 
num. A three fourths veid oiotjn- 
riaa in oivil eases haa been allowed 
un ler legislaiive direction. ' 

A uniform sybtim of courts ha- 
bccn devised. In 8:>me counties there 
are as many as four different kinds 
of courts, many of them with t!i( 
same jaiisiliciioii. Tiie propose I 
change give enough courts but re- 
quire them to all be ot the same 
kind. The number of judges will 
bd only very flightly increased, but 
they will be more fiirly distributed, 
and every oouniy in the sta\o wiil

Wheeling, W. Va., April 28.— 
Major G. A. Powell, < hief of tho 
I'nited States Geological Survey, 
has appointeJ Dr. William Uallock, 
a trained an l exiif^'-ienceil [iliycicist, 
to CO operate with the Wheeling De 
velopment Company in siflking an 
extraordinary well near this city 

1 he well in question has already 
beeii bored by the Wheeling gentle- 
nun to a (leptli ol 4,10J f'oet, and 
was stsrted with the avowed inten 
tion ol boring uat'l either oil or nat 
oral g'S was found, if they had to go 
through to China. There are few 
wells in rxistonce as deep as this, 
>he deepest ever sank being 4.600 
feet. Prof. White interested the 
Government geologists in the projett 
of going down to the greatest d^^pth 
ever attempted tor the purpese of as- 
crt iinin;:, n tho interest of science, 
a number ot things concerning that 
state of affaire in tbo bowels of the 
ea'th. 

To roach a mile deep it will be 
necessary to sink the bole 1,180 feet 
d^epT. At the jiresent depth it 
costs S 5 a foot to drill. Ihere is 
n t thought to be any greit chance 
o' striking oil or gas in the. tui ihT 
I rogreu^ the hOl#. itlthiugh there 
is a bossibility of doing so. It will 
bo a great thing, however, to sink 
the well as deep as tbo sciantifie 
interest makes desirable. It is pro- 
posed to keep a careful measurement 
ol all the strata gone through by the 
drill and save samplea of each 
different formation. These will be 
arranged in glass tubes in tke pro- 
portionate thickness in which they 
oxiat in the earth: Tais tuba will 
be exhibited at the World's Fair at 
Chicago, in 1893 and afierwardi pre- 
served in Washington, and oarelnl 
statemonts ot what is levetled by 
the drill in its descent «ill also be 
kept at Washington for the informa- 
tion of all the nations o! the earth.
